Domestic Tranquility 


What did they mean by the 
section, ‘‘to insure domestic tran- 
quility’’? 

Could they have meant pro- 
viding housing if lack of it pro- 
duces lack of tranquility? Could 
it mean soil conservation, build- 
ing of highways, support of farm 
prices; research into cancer, 
heart disease, venereal disease 
and the establishment of a public 
health department? 

It has meant that. 

What about the phrase, “‘to 
promote the general welfare’’? 

Could they have meant public 
education, flood control in great 
river valleys, the protection of 
forests, the establishment of na- 
tional parks, the creation of the 
pure food and drug act, the elab- 
orate government services. in 
many fields: unemployment in- 
surance, old-age pensions, aid to 
the crippled, the blind and to 
children—all from public funds? 

None of these was envisioned 
by the writers of the Constitu- 
tion. They did not write them 
into it. They did not, indeed, 
dream of the great industrial 
revolution, the coming of en- 
gines and machines. Nor did 
they imagine the populations of 
today. Nor did they have any 
predictions of modern communi- 
cations and transport. 

But they gave us a document 
which enables us to live as a 
nation despite all the great 
changes and crises of change. 
Thank God for them and the 
court.

There is much more involved than 
free navigation of Suez and much more 
than mere Western access to the o1! fields 
of the Middle East. The West's position 
in all of Asia and Africa is the big issue. 
If Nasser wins his bid at Suez, the stage 
will be set to seize the oil fields and 
pipelines and to freeze Western influence 
out of a vital area. 

Some experts consider the crisis as 
the first big test of strength in Moscow's 
economic war against the West. It is thus 
as important as the military tests of 
strength in the Berlin airlift and in Korea 
Unless the challenge is met, the ball will 
starf rolling which eventually could stop 
with the Kremlin in control of all Asia 
and Africa. 

The challenge is so serious that to 
consider the British-French buildup of 
military power in the region as a bluff 
is nonsensical. They are not bluffing be- 
cause they cannot afford to blyff when 
their very existence is threatened. Ap- 
peasement could prove fatal. 

The bold move to set up an interna- 
tional authority—without Egypt's con- 
sent—may precipitate a war. Should Rus- 
sia and the United States move in, it 
could be a world war. Mr. Dulles’ opti- 
mism does not hide the fact that he’s on 
another “brink.” 

A ruthlessly ambitious dictator, Gen. 
Nasser, holds the answer. If he insists on 
his present course, there is every likeli- 
hood that Britain and France will have 
no recourse except to resort to force.

Using a new weed killer, supposedly 
100 per cent effective against poison ivy, 
the more than 2,000 acreg of the pre- 
serve will be sprayed this fall. They will 
be dosed again in the spring in case some 
sturdy plants survive the combined rigors 
of spray and winter. 

Every mother’s son who goes to the 
big jamboree next summer is practically 
guaranteed a posion-ivy-proof outing. And 
every parent of a Scout hopes he'll bring 
home a sample of this new weed killer, 


so the elders will have as pleasant a 
summer as the juniors.

For the fact that has become 
glaringly apparent is that “‘fair 
trade’ laws, which let a manufac- 
turer sct the retail price of his 
products, do not work. Buyers de- 
mand competitive prices and re- 
tailers. whether discount houses or 
otherwise, hgve to provide them. 

Both the manufacturer and the 
retailer who try to hold to “‘fair 
trade’ prices are bound to lose 
business unless they can offer 
strong compensating inducements. 

S. J. Stephenson of Westinghouse

Recently I spent nearly two weeks at Sea Is- 
land. the most beautiful and inspiring place I know 
of anywhere. . The homes, trees and flowers there 


are as lovely as man working with God can make them. But especially 
was I fascinated by the sea. I would go to sleep at night to the melody 
of the breakers coming in upon the shore. I would eat breakfast each 
morning on the porch looking out across the vastness of the water. 


Each day I would walk several 
miles down the beach.

Sometimes I would become al- 
most overwhelmed with how big 
the ocean is and how little I am.

Then we remember the Bible 
says, “In His hands are the deep 
places of-the earth. .. . The sea 
is His dnd He made it" (Psalm

even the ocean, there is a God 
who is not helpless before it.

Stevenson Campaign 


Is Slashing Ahead 


WASHINGTON—The 


point four years ago. 


Stevenson campaign is 
going well—far better in every way than at this 
As ‘the Democratic presi- 


dential and vice presidential nominees reached Washington this week- 
end after a 12,000-mile flying caucus with party leaders from California 
to Connecticut, the evidence was that the Stevenson drive had gained 


strength at four critical points: 


(1) He is drawing large friendly 
crowds—thus far no boos, no pro- 
phetic “I like Ike’’ buttons visible 
in the audiences—which are em- 
bued with confidence that a Dem- 
ocratic victory is attainable. 

(2) This time Stevenson is con- 
sistently showing an ambitious de- 
termination to win which, to party 
workers, was depressingly absent 
four years ago. This leads to more 
down-to-earth campaigning, less 
rarified oratory. It is an infectious 
determination and is fortified by 
the widespread feeling among Dem- 
crats that his 1956 running mate, 
Sen. Estes Kefauver, will consid- 
erably add to the total Stevenson 
vote. 

(3) This year Stevenson isn't 
having to do it alone; he is being 
aided by an animate Democratic 
organization stronger than before 
and in control of nine more state 
houses, many in populous areas of 
the country like New Jersey, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Minnesota— 
than in 1952. 

(4) Finally, Stevenson is. per- 
suaded that he is fashioning a co- 
herent sequence of campaign is- 
sues which, piece by piece and 
speech by speech, add up to what 
he believes is the single, central 
reason why the voters will elect 
him in November.

To say that one team is faster than 
another is to say that, while Nashua is some horse, you ought to 
see his brother run.

The beautiful picture at Ole Miss year after year is created 
by the manner in which classes can be graduated, such as the 
nine young starters who will be missing from 1955, and be grace- 
fully and adequately replaced without a slackening. 


Buddy Harbin, a well-rounded senior who has waited his 
turn for two lettering seasons, and Don Williams, a junior of 
great potential, move in at the ends. 


Billy Yelverton, a 217-pound senior who is six feet, four inches 
tall and runs the 100 in 9.8, and Gene Hickerson (‘as fine a 
tackle prospect at I’ve ever seen”—Vaught '55), claim the tackles.

Veteran Eddie Crawford played almost as much as Blair 
last season, but may have trouble playing as much as Lea Paslay 
this season. In 1953 Paslay was the Rebels’ No. 1 quarterback, 
after which he became a soldier. He may be a utility quarterback 
this season, though a physically well equipped junior named Ray 
Brown would seem to eliminate the need. So Paslay joins Crawford 
at left half. 

At. right half resides the Grearn boy. Kinard was a splendid 
athlete, but you can tell from the way they talk over here that 
a kid named Billy Lott has them captivated. Lott comes from a 
rural village named Sumrall.in deepest Mississippi. He was spotted 
in the state high school basketball tournament, in which he was 
voted the outstanding player. As a sophomore, he scored the Cot- 
ton Bowl touchdown that tied TCU. 


As a junior, there appears to be no limit to Lott’s horizon. 
He is more than simple speed, but a powerful punishing 190- 
pounder who blocks fiercely and tackles like a farm bey who 
has shouldered many a calf. 


This report has not yet touched the most adequately manned 
of all Rebel positions. This would be fullback, where All-SEC 
incumbent Paige Cothren led the league in scoring, tied a national 
record with six field goals, won the Jacobs Blocking Trophy, led the 
team with 530 rushing yards and is assistant to the university 
president in his spare time.

In this orgy of superlatives, the 11th starter has been over-- 


looked. This could be charged to his size, for Charles Duck, 
the right guard, weighs only 210 pounds and carries his poundage 
close to the ground in the pattern of lower-case ducks. 


Duck became a great little man as the 1955 season moved 
along. His popularity with the football clan over here is ex- 
ceeded only by the manner in which he plays guard. He might 
be the outstanding lineman on the campus. 


If you sense in this an undertone of suspicion that Ole Miss 
will again successfully defend its title, then I have made my point. 
No satisfactory conclusion may ever be reached, of , for the 
Rebels don’t meet Georgia Tech. The first game of their new 
series with Tennessee on Nov. 17, however, might develop into one 
of the season’s block-busters.

- China Told 


| Collective Rule 
| Held Necessary 


By LEONARD LEFKOW 
HONG KONG, Sept. 16 (#—The 
Chinese Communist party was 
told today that collective leader- 
ship is necessary but that out- 
standing individuals are still the 
“precious assets’’ of a Red party. 


The statement was made by 
Teng Hsiao-Ping, secretary gener- 
al of the Secretariat of the 
Chinese Communist party, in an 
address to the party’s 8th Con- 
gress in Peiping, the first such 
session since 1945. 

Peiping radio broadcast ex- 
cerpts from his talk, billed as a 
‘Report on Revisions of the 
Constitution’’ of the world’s larg- 
est Communist party of 10,700,000 
members. If he offered any major 
revisions, the radio did not re- 
port them. 


ROLE FOR LEADERS 


Teng, the broadcast - said,| 
‘stressed the necessity of collec-! 
tive leadership,” but added that) 
‘‘Marxism had never denied the’ 
role of outstanding individuals or 
the role of leaders in a party.’ 

The prestige, experience and in- 
fluence of the leaders are pre- 
cious assets, he said. 

Teng made no mention of the 
Soviet Union’s denunciation of the 
one-man rule of Stalin and its 
claim to have replaced it with 
collective leadership. In China, 
Mao Tze-tung, No. 1 Communist, 
wields power comparable with 
that Stalin once held, but he has 
had aides who have been with 
him for many years. 


‘UNDISPUTED BOSS 


Westerners, closely following 
the broadcasts about the Con- 
gress, found no evidence that 
Mao’s position as the undisputed 
leader had changed. He was the 
first speaker at the Congress 
opening yesterday. 

Teng said revisions that would 
“extend the democratic rights’’ 
of party members included: 

“*That the full development of 
individual initiative be set forth 
as a right of party members, that 
a party member could reserve 
his opinions or submit therm to a 
leading body if he disagreed with 
a party decision, while carrying 
it out unconditionally ... ”’ 


PROTEST IN SILENCE 


ly liberalizes the party constitu-| 
tion, but, in effect, gives a party 
member the right to sit mute on 
a decision he opposes but deé-| 
mands that he carry it out with- 
out question. 

Teng, a French-educated Com- 
munist whose power in the Pei-| 
ping regime has been risling in 
the last few years, said that in an 
attempt to streamline the bulky 
party organization and what he 
labeled “growing bureaucracy’ 
more power will be given to local 


groups.
